persons per 1.000 of population, the 


divorce decrees being one-half of this 
numlu-r. 
For 1920 there were 3.36G 


persons divorced, rate 6.78; 1919, 3.- 
204. 
rate G.64: 1918, 2.310, rate 4.06. 


It is hoped that the 1920 rate was 


the highest Virginia will ever attain. 
and that tho decline from 1921 is the 
boifinninif of better conditions, says 
Dr. Plecker. 


Studying the cities separately, the 


unbelievable fact is> shown that Alex 
amlria had, for 
1S"21. nearly one- 


third of the total divorces for all the 
cities of the State, with a rate fifteen
